PARIS WI — Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles, in an indirect 
but forceful rebuke to Britain and 
France, told the 15-nation NATO 
council today the United States 
•till believes force is not the way 
to solve world problems. 
He reierated United States sup­ 
port of United Nations settlement 
of all international disputes. 
Dulles made his remarks 
in 
a 
50-minue speech 
to the 
opening 
private session of the NATO group 
this morning. 
It was reported in 
outline afterward by 
a 
NATO 
spokesman. 
While expressing his faith 
in 
moral force, Dulles warned the 
West 
it still must maintain 
its 
military strength. To further that 
end, informed sources said out­ 
side the council members that the 
United States was ready to pour 
more millions into Europe. 
The 
sources 
said the 
United States 
would offer Britain more millions 
to keep its military commitments 
to NATO. 


Predicts led Decay 


Dulles pledged that, as far as 
the United States was concerned, 
past differences were considered 
as being useful only as a guide to 
the future. 
He 
h direfully 
predicted 
that 
forces working on the Soviet Un­ 
ion ultimately would lead to the 
Communist citadel’s decay. 
He cited the disarray of Com 
munist 
parties 
throughout 
the 
world, satellite 
unrest, 
and in­ 
ternal pressures inside the Soviet 
Union as the most important of 
those forces. 
But 
he warned 
the 
situation 
created by those p r e s s u r e s 
brought 
dangers 
to 
the 
West 
along with them. 
The rulers of 
the Soviet, he warned, may take 
irresponsible external moves 
in 
answer to them. 
He urged his allied partners to 
put their faith in the United Na­ 
tions and a solid resolve to live 
up to its charter. He said it could­ 
n’t do everything—and shouldn’t 
be expected to—but to destroy it 
would be disaster.

Court Rules 


Against NLRB 


’ WASHINGTON <U.E> - The wSu- 
preme Court has taken away one 
of the two main weapons the gov­ 
ernment wanted to use 
against 
Communist-infiltrated unions. 
The 
National 
Labor Relations 
Board, despite lower court rulings, 
has insisted on its right to with­ 
hold services from any union whose 
officer filed a false, non-Commu- 
nisl oath. 
The oath is required 
of all union officers by the Taft- 
Hartley Law. 
Monday, the court ruled unani­ 
mously against the board. 
Justice j 
William 0. Douglas said the only j 
remedy is to criminally prosecute 
the official who swore falsely. 
The government’s other means 
of discouraging Communist labor 
leadership is to file charges with 
the Subversive Activities Control 
Board and ask it to declare the 
union a subversive organization. I 
But that is a long, complicated p ro -1 
cedure. 
In another case important to la­ 
bor, the court Monday ruled that 
the NLRB has discretionary au­ 
thority to make an employer fur­ 
nish a union with individual wage 
rates and hours as an aid to col­ 
lective bargaining. 
The decision 
went against the F. W. Woolworth 
Co., San Bernardino, Calif., which 
had objected to supplying the in­ 
formation to the Retail 
Clerk’s 
Union. 


M. Gibbons. Republican nominee 
defeated by Jam es R. Thornton, 
Democrat, by a larger margin, de­ 
cided a few days ago he did not 
wish to contest. 
Bowers’ decision was contained 
in a letter to Kenneth C. Capel, 
chairman of the Republican Cen­ 
tral Committee of Saline County 
which had voted to back contests 
of the two offices financially. 
“ I wish to advise that my attor­ 
ney and myself have made a thor­ 
ough investigation as to whether 
or not we should file a contest . . . 
and as a result of our investigation, 
it is Our determination that there 
are not sufficient irregularities in 
the tabulation of the votes by the 
different judges and clerks thru- 
out the county that would warrant 
me filing a contest for this office,” 
the letter said, and continued: 
“ It is our opinion that we would 
not gain by filing such a contest 
and it would be a tremendous ex­ 
pense to both myself, the county 
and my opponent if such a con­ 
test was filed. 
“ It is further our opinion that 
all of the votes were counted fair­ 
ly for both myself and my oppon­ 
ent. 
Therefore, I wish to advise 
you that there will not be any con­ 
test filed for this office.” 
Bowers’ letter thanked the GOP 
Central committee and others for 
the interest taken in the matter. 
Burroughs took over as circuit 
clerk Monday, Dec. 3. He served 
in this capacity previously, from 
1948 to 1952.

A short time hence Prime Min­ 
ister Nehru of India will be mak­ 
ing his long-awaited visit to Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower. 
The chances 
are it will be considerably more 
productive than had it occurred 
as originally planned last summer. 
The chief difference is that re­ 
lations between the United States 
and India are substantially im­ 
proved over six months ago. Our 
course of action in the Middle East 
crisis is largely responsible for 
this improvement. 
Indian newspapers assert with 
tome delight that America appears 
to have moved away from the “ co­ 
lonial” powers, meaning Britain 
and France.

Britain Receives 
Half Billion 
From World Fund 


Move Designed 
To Help Nation in 
Financial Crisis 


WASHINGTON (TP)—Financial­ 
ly-ailing Britain received a half­ 
billion dollar shot in the arm today 
from the International Monetary 
Fund. 
The fund also authorized a stand­ 
by supplement of $738,530,000 that 
Britain may purchase in foreign 
currencies with pounds sterling any 
time in the next year. 
Both moves — announced by the 
fund Monday night — are designed 
to help Britain meet its financial 
crisis caused by the blocking of 
the Suez Canal during the Anglo- 
French military strike in Egypt. 
The fund announced it agreed to 
allow Britain to withdraw $561,- 
470.000 “to add to the monetary 
reserves of the United Kingdpm to 
meet payment requirements.” The 
money was paced at Britain's “im­ 
mediate disposal.” 
A fund spokesman said the mon 
ey advanced to Britain is the most 
the fund has ever advanced to any 
of its member countries. 
However, Rep. Wayne Hays (D- 
Ohio), a House Foreign Affairs 
Committee member, said Monday 
it would be “tragic” to ask U. S. 
taxpayers “to compensate for the 
lack of administration policy in the 
Near East" by financing a new for­ 
eign aid program. 
Sen. John L. McClellan (D-Ark), 
Senate- Appropriations Committee 
member, appeared cool to Britain's 
request that the United States 
waive an $81 million interest pay­ 
ment this year on old debts. 
Mc­ 
Clellan said he would “want assur­ 
ances” that Britain would not work 
against the United States in the 
United Nations before voting for 
the waiver.

lf growing fears that 46 men 


and 16 women died in the crash 
proved correct it would be the 
worst air disaster in Canada’s his 
tory. 
The entire RCAF base of 500 
men in Vancouver was short of 
food and sleep, grimly concentrat­ 
ing on the fight against turbulent 
weather to unlock the secrets of 
the wild mountains. 
Some residents of the sparsely- 
populated area believed the plane 
might never be found. A Canadian 
Pacific Airlines plane that van­ 
ished in the same general area 14 
years ago was found nine months 
later. There were no survivors. 
A Trans-Canadw Airlines plane that 
disappeared in the Vancouver area 
in 1947 still is missing.

Fanners Face 
Yes-No Decision 
On Corn Program 


URBANA, 111. (ILF)—Illinois cora 
farmers face a “yes” or “no” vote 
decision today to determine which 
of two price support programs they 
want for the next three years. 
One of the programs, the acre­ 
age allotment plan, dates back to 
the pre-soil bank days last spring. 
it calls for a decrease in acreage 
allotments to farmers in proportion 
to the increase in cora supply. 
The other, the base acreage pro 
gram, calls for substituting acreage 
allotments with base acreage. 
It 
allows tanners to grow a larger 
acreage of corn and still receive 
price supports. The price support 
level declines under the acreage 
allotment program as the cora sup­ 
ply gets bigger. 
Under the acreage allotment pro­ 
gram the price support level, ac­ 
cording to the University of Illi­ 
nois, would be $1.36 a bushel in 
1957. Under continued acreage al­ 
lotment rulings, if the cora supply 
increases, the allotments will get 
progressively smaller, the univer­ 
sity reported. 
It said the price 
support rate also would be reduc­ 
ed. 
Under the base acreage alterna­ 
tive the price support level would 
be $131 a bushel, the university 
said. 
To qualify for support a 
farmer would have to put land 
equal to 15 per cent of his cora 
base acreage into the soil bank. 
University agricultural experts 
said they believed Illinois farmers 
have been schooled enough to be 
familiar with both programs and 
their consequences.
